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Walter Mould (?-1879) - An immigrant from Birmingham England, Mould 
arrived in New York shortly after the Revolution bring with him the 
tools of his trade. In his native country was involved as an 
artisan and a skilled machinist. After starting a business in New 
York at No. 23 William Street he was lured to Morristown, New 
Jersey in 1781 to manufacture copper coins for the new state. While 
in New Jersey Mould and his family lived at "Solitude" the estate 

of John Cleves Symmes (1742-1814). The state granted the authority 
to mint the new coins to Mould and his partners Albion Cox and 
Thomas Goadsby on May 23 1786. The coins they made were called the 
New Jersey "Horse Head Penny". The ore for these coins came from 
the Symmes estate and they were first minted in an oaken mold in 
the parlor fireplace. 


These coins were minted for three years 1786-1788 until authority 
to mint coins was given the U.S. Government. During this three year 
period Walter and his partners had a disagreement. Cox and 
Goaldsby moved their operation to Elizabeth, NJ, while Walter 
stayed in Morristown. After the minting ceased Walter was sued by 
a diecaster and skiddled to Ohio to avoid his creditors and debtors 
prison. He is supposed to have died in the Northwest Terr. in 1789. 
The last trace of Walter Mould I have found in New Jersey is a 
newspaper item dated December 31, 1788 concerning unclaimed letters 
remaining in the Post Office at Elizabethtown, NJ. 


I haven’t found Walter Mould in Ohio but the most likely place 
would be in the Cincinnati area. John Cleves Symmes his former host 
in New Jersey had purchased 2,000,000 acres in the region called 
the Miami Purchase. Judge Symmes had built a new home in North 
Bend, Ohio. There were 3 settlements made in the Cincinnati area by 
1789, one at the mouth of the Little Miami-Columbia; one at now 
downtown Cincinnati,and North Bend,near the mouth of the Big Miami. 
Judge Symmes was a very influential person in the area. His 
daughter by his first marriage was married to the future long 
winded and short termed President William Henry Harrison and his 
third marriage was to Susannah Livingston the daughter of the first 
governor of New Jersey. The Judge was given the honor of naming the 
new county in Ohio by the governor of Ohio , which he called 
Hamilton in tribute to Alexander Hamilton. This would seem to be 
the most obvious place and person to seek help. This leap of faith 
has recently been made more solid by the following note sent to me 
by a Prodigy Ohio researcher: 


"The Western Spy and Hamilton Gazatte" Feb. 11,1806 James 
McGinnes,in Cincinnati,reports a run-a-way apprentice in the 
cabinet making business, Walter Moules, about 18 years old. 


I really need to find a document if it exist showing how this 
Walter became apprenticed to McGinnes. 


I haven't found any positive evidence between this Walter Mould and 
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the Walter Moulds that married Lydia Depriest in Perry County, MS 
in 1817 but all the available evidence suggest they are father and 
son. 


Besides having the same name the dunior Walter Moulds was born 1787 
in New Jersey probably Morristown. This is where the Sr Walter was 
working in this time period. I couldn’t find any other 
Mould/Molles families in the state during this time period. However 
my search was hampered by the non-existence of the 1790 New Jersey 
census because of fire. All of the available references state that 
the elder Mould died in Ohio. A young Walter Moules the right age 
and in the right location disappears from Hamilton Co., Ohio. His 
fugitive status would account for any lack of family knowledge of 
an Ohio association.

(only kidding)? Genealogy must be a leading cause of eye disease. 


As Pat mentioned I was looking for the family of John Depriest 
Morris of Covington Co. who was born 1855 m. Margaret (Amanda) 
Stringer. This is the last of my family that I haven’t been able to 
trace out of Mississippi. I found him on the 1880 census Family 
#147 and the family right above him was Seaborn Morris. He 
appeared to be the right age of John D. Morris father. I was at 
the branch of the National Archives in Philadelphia and they don’t 
have any index to the 1860 or 1870 census so I couldn’t check those 
for verification. The census shows that Seaborn wife Marguette 
father was born in NJ and her mother was born in MS. Seaborn 
parents were both born in SC. The Carolinas are a black hole for 
most of my relatives. 


I asked Pat if she had any information on Seaborn Morris and this 
is her response: 
FROM: PATRICIA EDWARDS (CHCT35B) 
SUBJECT: MS-SOUTHEASTERN COS. 
Robert..the Covington Co. book does cover all census 1880 & 
prior..but Seaborn was living in Marion Co. in 1850 & might 
be there in 1860. You do need to see this family in either 
1860 or 1870 to be sure..although I think you are right. 
In 1850 Seaborn had daughters E. age 3 & S.M. age 2. Only 
initials were given. 

In 1820 there are several Morris families of MS that have 
sons the age of your Seaborn. The prime one seems to be 
Edmond b. 1781 SC & his wife, Sarah Thompson b. 1783 SC only 
because they lived in Marion Co. from (1817 on. Marion Co. 
does have its records, so I think this is the man you should 
go after as Seaborn’s father. 

I have down that Seaborn m. Margaret Moulds. I have no 
parents down for her; but there is only one choice. They 
are Walter & Lydia (Depriest) Moulds. Lydia, d/o James & 
Penelope (Farr) Depriest. Walter is dead by 1850, so I 
can’t tell where he was born. I suggest you look up a coupl 
e of the prob. siblings of Margaret to see what they say 
in 1880, & if it matches, you’ve got it. Her prob. siblings 
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were: Walter 1821 MS,. James 1833, William 1837, George 1842, 
Martha 1845, Jefferson 1847, John 1849 & Thomas 1849. Walter 
Sr. had 3 girls & 2 boys born before 1830. 

The marriage of Seaborn & Margaret is on file in Lawrence 
Co. & there are group sheets on the Depriest & Moulds family 
in the library when you are ready. for them. 

When searching old records for the surname Morris, be on 
the look-out for the spelling Morse.

Dear Jean: 


Thanks for your work on the Blackledge family. I like the way old 
Jeremiah Coston thinks, the old goat. I guess you noticed on the 1860 
census that Joseph d. Blackledge was the next door neighbor of H.L. 
Steelman. I am really mad right now, last week I was at the New Jersey 
State Archives looking into Walter MOULDS who married Lynda Depriest in 
1817 MS and was supposed to be born in New Jersey ( more on this later) 
I saw a little home made book there concerning a STEELMAN family. 
Glancing through it I noticed one hand written note about a Steelman 
marrying a Green and moving to Mississippi. My microfilm machine became 
available at that time and I didn’t have a chance to copy the page 
before the library close. Before I forget I was reading your book on 
the Confederate records of Jones, Covington and Wayne County and on page 
100 there was a mention of a Cole Lowry leading an expedition in Jones 
County to hold down the local uprising. One of the people they hung was 
a Blackledge. I wonder which one it was. Also a Prodigy friend sent me 
excerpts of a history of Smith County in that book they stated that 
Robert Lowry the future governor was head of the punitive force. Would 
you know which is correct? I don’t think we were related but there were 
a lot of Lowrys in South Carolina. The ones closest to Peter on the 1810 
census had names like Conrod, Jacob and Peter. This was in Edgefield 
County, SC, The rest of the Lowrys all were named Robert, James, John 
and William. I am beginning to believe that my bunch started off as PA~- 
German as Lauer and became Scotch-Ttrished on the way South. The name 
Conrod, Jacob and Peter shows up early in Pa and appears also in the 
Shennadoah area of VA. But my Grandmother always said that my 
grandfather was the "fifth cousin" of the former Governor. Of course she 
used that indefinite term whenever she was unsure about a relationship. 


In my brief visit to the New Jersey Archives and Library I couldn’t find 
any mention of a Molds/Molles family in the state marriage or estate 
records. My cause wasn’t helped by New Jersey burning their early census 
records. What I did find however was very interesting concerning a 
British Immigrant Walter Mould. I have attached a summary of what I have 
found.

down the river to Natchez. He probably would have been

settlement there called the "Jersey Settlement". Almost 
all the settlers in this group were from New York and New 
Jersey. A Mr.Swazey receivedsa large land grant to 
settle this area and brought many settlers with him .
